Following many discus¬ 
sions and consideration of 
other slogans, including 
the “Heart of the Jurassic 
Coast”, the traders pro¬ 
posed that Lyme keep its 
“Pearl of Dorset” nick¬ 
name but use it to better af¬ 
fect. 

Outdated? 

Speaking at Monday 
evening’s Tourism and Ad¬ 
vertising Sub-Committee 
meeting, chairman of the 
traders’ organisation, Tony 
Colston, reported that 


some had felt the slogan 
was outdated. The traders 
put together a working 
party, led by Town Mill 
Cheesemonger Justin Tun- 
stall, to discuss Lyme as a 
visitor destination and its 
slogan. It was found that 
many had not realised the 
town was known as the 
“Pearl of Dorset” but liked 
the name. 

Other slogans considered 
included “So Lyme 
Regis”, “Crown Town” 
and “Your Second Home 
from Home”. Traders 
agreed that the phrase 
“The Tender Trap”, previ¬ 
ously used in Lyme’s 


tourism brochure, was “in¬ 
appropriate”. 

Mr Colston said: “We 
decided that the ‘Pearl of 
Dorset’ was not that bad 
but to make it work it has 
to be used as a brand. We 
felt it was worth making 
much more use out of the 
existing slogan.” 

He proposed the use of 
the “Pearl of Dorset” was 
continued but only if it was

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SUE Hennessy is most certainly a woman with 
"Hidden Depths". 

After a varied and interesting career in the pub¬ 
lic and voluntary sectors, on reaching retirement 
she realised a long held ambition to write a book 
about the women of the RNLI. 

The book came as a result of her many years of 
experience working for the RNLI in various 
guises. It is a fascinating account of the many sig¬ 
nificant roles that women have played in the or¬ 
ganisation since its beginnings back in the early 
1800s. 

Sue, who is 62-years-old and lives in the Piddle 
Valley, also has a huge range of other interests 
and she still holds plenty of ambitions. 


■ HAVE you always lived in Dorset? 

No, but I always wanted to live here right from being a 
little girl. I was brought up in Kent but my family had 
friends in Charminster and we would come down for hol¬ 
idays. I first came down here to live in 1971 to be a Ge¬ 
ography teacher in Gillingham. I then taught in 
Shaftesbury for a while before moving up north. I even¬ 
tually came back to Dorset in 1996. 

■ HOW did you get from teaching to working for 
the RNLI? 

After some years as a teacher I went off to do a masters 
degree. I didn’t go back to teaching because I joined the 
voluntary sector working as an Education Advisor for The 
Spastics Society, which is now known as Scope. Then, 
for a while, I had my own business running a delicatessen 
in Merseyside. I then went back to work for Scope as an 
Early Years Development manager, which was working 
to provide services for children aged under five with cere¬ 
bral palsy. I moved to the RNLI as a result of redundancy 
from Scope. 

■ WHAT attracted you to the RNLI job? 

I was very keen to be careful about making my next job 
move, by then I was about 40. I’d learned that I really 
liked working in ‘cause’ related areas; something I be¬ 
lieve in that I can really throw myself into. One morning 
I spotted an advert in the paper for the RNLI and that was 
the magical moment because my great grandfather had 
been an RNLI coxswain. He’d been highly esteemed and 
had even been awarded a medal by Queen Victoria for his 
bravery. 

■ WHAT were your various roles within the RNLI? 

To begin with, I got a post managing volunteers in North 



West England. I spent five years doing that and then I 
moved down to RNLI HQ in Poole working with major 
donors to the RNLI; the individuals who give large sums 
of money. My third job with the RNLI was working as 
the founder principal of the new training college at Poole 
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HQ. That’s where volunteer lifeguards, crew members 
and fundraisers go to be trained. I worked with the archi¬ 
tects and the design team in creating the place and then I 
ran it for four years before I retired. 

■ WHAT do you think your great grandfather would 
say about what you've done for the RNLI? 

Well, I think we’d have a very interesting conversation. 
He was all about the courage and leadership in a very 
primitive sort of lifeboat, and here I was 100-years later 
managing volunteers, raising money and training the 
crews amidst all the hi-tech wizardry we have these days 
- the contrast is huge. And yet, I just love the fact that 
there’s a continuum between us. 

■ WHEN did the idea for writing a book come 
along? 

That was a long held wish which I wasn’t able to realise 
until after I retired. When I joined RNLI I was bowled 
over by the calibre of the women I was meeting. I looked 
to see if anything had been written about the contribution 
that women had made from the early 1800s and there was 
nothing. So I put it as number one on my retirement list 
of ‘Things To Do’. As soon as I retired I found a publisher 
and researched and wrote the book, which is all about 
documenting the contribution that women in the organi¬ 
sation have made to saving life at sea; from launching 
boats, crewing boats, raising money, supporting the men 
folk and bringing it right up to date by looking at what 
women are now doing in senior management roles. It’s 
called ‘Hidden Depths - Women in the RNLI’.

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Council considers re-branding the town

fully worked up as a cam¬ 
paign. He suggested an of¬ 
ficial logo be designed and 
used on all council materi¬ 
als, as well as on the town 
website and brochure. 

Councillors agreed to 
sticking with the “Pearl of 
Dorset” with little discus¬ 
sion on the actual name. 
However, they were keen 
to discuss how the council 
could move forward with 
the re-branding of the 
town. 

Mr Colston reported that 
Mr Tunstall would draw up 
a brief for interested de¬ 
signers, who could then 
make proposals to the 
council on a new logo in¬ 
corporating the slogan. 

Councillor Rikey Austin 
said: “I have always liked 
the ‘Pearl of Dorset’. I 
think you are right, we just 
need to pull it all together.” 

Chairman of the sub¬ 
committee, Councillor 
Lorna Jenkin, asked if de¬ 
signing a new logo would 
be an “expensive exercise” 
and Mr Colston said he did 
not think it would be. 

Councillor Jenkin said: 


“We could start this very 
quickly.” 

Councillor Austin added: 
“We should start this very 
quickly. It’s years overdue 
already.” 

Councillor Jenkin asked 
if the new logo would re¬ 
place the traditional town 
shield. 

Sub-committee member 
Wayne Bradbury, repre¬ 
senting local hoteliers, said 
it depended “how far you 
want to take it”, adding: 
“How much does the shield 
really mean to people out¬ 
side the town, or even in 
the town? But then some 
people might get upset to 
see it go.” 

New signage 

Mr Colston also put for¬ 
ward proposals to com¬ 
pletely renew the town’s 
signage following another 
review carried out by the 
local traders. 

The proposals were split 
into two reports on visitor 
signage and directional sig¬ 
nage. Mr Colston explained 
that the visitor signage 


would split the town into 
three districts and encour¬ 
age tourists to visit all parts 
of Lyme. The districts 
would be the Cobb and 
seafront, Broad Street and 
Silver Street and the Old 
Town, including Coombe 
Street and the Town Mill. 

The new signage would 
include large signs in the 
town’s main car parks in¬ 
corporating a version of the 
town map, and smaller area 
signs in the three districts. 
The proposals also in¬ 
cluded renewing signs at 
the entrances to the town to 
reflect the town’s brand and 
its twin towns. 

Mr Colston said an esti¬ 
mated initial investment of 
£20,000 would be needed, 
but the signs would eventu¬ 
ally become self-funding 
by offering advertising 
spaces. 

His report stated: “We be¬ 
lieve the large number of 
out of date, confusing and 
cluttered signs present 
Lyme Regis in a bad light. 
They make us look out of 


date, out of touch and in 
many cases not very wel¬ 
coming.” 

Speaking in the public 
forum, former town coun¬ 
cillor Peter Williams asked 
why the proposals did not 
mention the large number 
of A-boards in the town and 
flyers stuck to street furni¬ 
ture. Mr Colston said that 
this was “early days” but he 
agreed that less A-boards 
would be a good thing. 

Mr Bradbury said that of¬ 
fering advertising on offi¬ 
cial signage might reduce 
the number of un-permitted 
A-boards and signs around 
the town. 

Councillor Jenkin said the 
factor that had started the 
review of signage was the 
traders’ signs on the railings 
at Cobb Gate and asked if 
they could be included in 
the overhaul. 

It was agreed that the rail¬ 
ing signs should not be 
taken down until an alterna¬ 
tive could be offered to 
traders. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady 
said: “I don’t want to see 
them taken down yet but I 
don’t want to see them 
added to either. Like I’ve 
said before we don’t want

LYME Regis lifeboat crew 
member Jon Broome has paid 
tribute to RNLI stalwart John 
Sewell, who died last week. 

Known better to his friends as 
Mac, Mr Sewell was a former 
lifeboat crew member and boat¬ 
house custodian. 

Mr Broome said: “Mac was 
the sort of crew member who 
was simply always there. He 
was quiet, unassuming and thor¬ 
oughly reliable. When he was 
no longer a full crew member he 
still wanted to be involved. 

“He never wanted a pat on the 
back and was just glad to be part 
of the operation. Mac was just 
one of those gems who come 
along now and then and upon 
whom a volunteer operation 
likes ours relies.” 

Mr Sewell joined the lifeboat 
crew in 1967 and acted as a 


shore crew member from 1971 
to 1991. During his time as a 
crew member he helped rescue 
no less that 281 people. 

Mr Sewell’s final role with the 
lifeboat was as boathouse custo¬ 
dian, with his main duties being 
to open and close the lifeboat 
station double doors everyday. 

He proudly carried out his du¬ 
ties along with pet poodle Meg- 
gie until 2010 at the age of 88. 
On his 89th birthday, the crew 
marked his dedication to the 
RNLI by presenting him with a 
vellum certificate. 

Mr Broome added: “When he 
became boathouse custodian he 
turned up every morning and 
every evening 365 days a year 
to open and shut the big doors, 
usually accompanied by his pet 
poodle.”

THE Woodroffe School in 
Lyme Regis has been se¬ 
lected for an important 
new role aimed at further 
raising standards. 

The school is one of only 
about 100 edcational es¬ 
tablishments in England to 
be granted teaching school 
status. 

The designation by the 
National College for 
School Leadership entitles 
the school to lead the train¬ 
ing and professional devel¬ 
opment for staff. 

Staff from the school 
were invited to the Na¬ 
tional College’s Learning 
and Conference Centre in 
Nottingham for a formal 
induction. 

The teaching schools ini¬ 
tiative began last autumn, 
marking a shift towards 
school-centred training 
and development. The pro-

gramme gives outstanding 
schools the freedom and 
autonomy to lead a group 
of schools, working with 
other partners including at 
least one university, to de¬ 
liver high quality support 
for teachers and leaders at 
all stages in their career. 

Headteacher Dr Richard 
Steward said: “I am ab¬ 
solutely delighted that the 
Woodroffe School has 
been awarded Teaching 


School status. This is a real 
accolade and one that is 
richly deserved by the 
school’s staff and students. 

“The school received an 
‘outstanding’ judgment in 
a recent Ofsted inspection, 
so this award can be seen 
as the icing on the cake. It 
will allow us to continue to 
offer high standards of ed¬ 
ucation but will also give 
us access to new opportu¬ 
nities which can only ben¬ 
efit staff and students 
alike. Above all, it is a 
recognition of the quality 
of teaching at Woodroffe.” 

The National College has 
responsibility for the des¬ 
ignation and quality of the 
teaching schools pro¬ 
gramme, working closely 
with the Department for 
Education, as the national 
network grows to 500 
teaching schools by 2014. 


Council to employ admin apprentice 


LYME Regis Town Council is to employ 
an apprentice administrative assistant for 
the first time and have agreed to pay a 
young person £3.68 an hour, the equiva¬ 
lent of an annual salary of £5,964. 

Several members of the council’s Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee expressed con¬ 
cern about paying a youngster such a low 


salary but it was explained by administra¬ 
tive assistant Vicky Stickler, who will su¬ 
pervise the apprentice, they could pay an 
hourly rate of just £2.60 because there was 
an element of training involved at a local 
technical college. 

The apprentice will also be paid ex¬ 
penses for travelling to the college. 


Time for a check-up!

OVER 40 people took advantage of 
free blood pressure checks on Satur¬ 
day, organised by the Rotary Club of 
Lyme Regis for Stroke Awareness Day. 

Rotarians worked with local nurses 
Carys Hollis and Helen Polley to offer 
the blood pressure checks at the Fort- 
nam, Smith & Banwell estate agents 
offices. 

Town councillor Lorna Jenkin set an 
example by being the first to have the 
check-up. 

Rotarian Richard Cridge said: "Peo¬ 
ple with high blood pressure may not 
have any symptoms, so it is important 
to check your blood pressure regu¬ 
larly as a high blood pressure can lead 
to a stroke. 

"The weather wasn't kind to us but 


nevertheless some 40 plus people 
were persuaded to have their blood 
pressure checked and some of these 
were referred to their doctors for fur¬ 
ther checkups. 

"As always we are extremely grateful 
to the local nurses who gave up their 
free time on Saturday to take blood 
pressure readings and advise people 
on follow-up procedure where neces¬ 
sary, and to Fortnam, Smith & Banwell 
for providing the facilities in their 
Broad Street premises. 

"We have done this now for over 10 
years. If we have succeeded even in 
making just one person more aware 
of the importance of regular health 
checkups then the day was a success."

Canonicorum, Sir 
George’s home where 
his body is hurried, 
which has been laid at 
the foot of the statue. 

Mr Vian helped intro¬ 
duce officials during the 
week’s stay and, dressed 
as Sir George, the for¬ 
mer headteacher took 
assemblies in local pri¬ 
mary schools.

Former Charmouth resident returns 
home for gruelling 78-mile challenge 


FORMER Charmouth resident Phil 
Hutchinson returned to his hometown to 
take on The Oner - the equivilent of three 
marathons in 24 hours.

He was 
cheered on by his partner, Jo Craddock, 
who has family living in Bridport, and his 
oldest son Tom. 

During the event - which Phil prepared 
for by taking part in the recent Jurassic 
Coast Challenge, which includes three 
marathons in three days - he had to navi¬ 
gate himself along the steep cliff-top 
route, using a compass and a map, taking 
care during the long hours of darkness to 
stay on the coast path and not disappear 
over the edge onto the rocks below. 

He said:"The undulations of the coastal 
path were such that it was like climbing 
up and down Ben Nevis three and a half 
times, while having to cross a very annoy¬ 
ing 50 stiles. I cross the finishing line 
200,000 heart beats and 150,000 strides, 
slides, steps and stumbles later, having 
burned about 15,000 calories. 

"Unfortunately, my leg started aching at 
20 miles. By the 30 mile mark it was start¬ 
ing to swell and for the last 50 miles it was 
very sore and I really had to grit my teeth 
to carry on. I ended up walking the last 
two miles along the beach, quite 
unashamedly, but I finished and did what 
I set out to achieve." 

Phil was raising money for BrainTumour

RESIDENTS and and staff 
of Magna Housing Asso¬ 
ciation said a fond 
farewell to visiting sup¬ 
port officer Fiona Black- 
more, from Lyme Regis, 
who retired this week 
after 36 years. 

Friends gathered in the 
community room at Ful- 
brooks Close in Bridport 
to say goodbye and to 
present Mrs Blackmore 
with gifts and a bouquet 
of flowers. 

Mrs Blackmore is well- 
known to sheltered 
housing residents in 
Lyme Regis, where she 
started out as a warden 
at Staples Terrace. At 
that time she was em¬ 
ployed by West Dorset 
District Council before 
its homes were trans¬ 
ferred to Magna. She re¬ 
members Halletts Court 
being built and also 
worked at Bridge Road 
in Charmouth, as well as 
in Bridport. 

Visiting support serv¬ 
ices manager Bob 
Wright said it had been a 
pleasure knowing Fiona 
and a privilege working 
with her. 

He told her: "I'm sure 
it's been the same for 


your colleagues and all 
the residents you've 
supported during this 
time." 

Mother of three, Mrs 
Blackmore began her 
career supporting shel¬ 
tered housing residents 
when the first of her 
now grown-up children 
was just six months old. 
She said there had been 
a lot of changes over the 
years, some good, some 
bad. 

"But you go with the 
flow and carry on," she 
added. "I've enjoyed 
doing the job, mainly 
because of the resi¬ 
dents, because they're 
the important ones." 

Mrs Blackmore, who 
lives at Kingsway, said 


she was looking forward 
to having more time to 
do things like gardening 
in her retirement. She's 
also planning to get a 


new dog and will be cel¬ 
ebrating her retirement 
in style with a family hol¬ 
iday in Corfu. 


A PROLIFIC priority of¬ 
fender from the Metro¬ 
politan Police Area, who 
targeted Castle Wines in 
Lyme Regis, has been 
charged with the theft of 
£220 from the store after 
an extensive police in¬ 
vestigation. 

The 34-year-old man 
from Bexley Heath ad¬ 
mitted to stealing the 
money from the till when 
he answered his police 
bail at Bridport Police 
Station this week. 

The theft took place at 
2.30pm on Saturday, Oc¬ 
tober 1st 2011, when a 
member of staff at Castle 
Wines in Broad Street 
challenged a man she 
found acting suspiciously 
by the till area of the 
store. The male denied 
any wrong doing and 
quickly left. However, on 
checking the contents of 
the till it was established 
that £220 had been 
stolen. 

The police were called 
and a description of the 
man was circulated via 
the Lyme Regis Radio 
Link. An extensive 
search of the area was 
conducted by police with 


the help of the town 
council’s enforcement 
officers and members of 
the Radio Link. 

PC Tearall, the officer 
in charge of the case and 
one of those involved in 
the search for the man, 
said: “It was unseason¬ 
ably hot that day and 
Lyme Regis was packed 
with people enjoying the 
late summer. Trying to 
locate the offender, who 
was last seen heading to¬ 
wards the seafront, was 
extremely difficult. 

“He blended into the 
crowds and despite our 
best attempts to locate 
him we were unable to 
apprehend him on the 
day. We did manage to 
locate the pink shirt he 
was wearing at the time 
of the theft, discarded in 
Langmoor Gardens.” 

The suspect was even¬ 


tually apprehended due 
to the information sup¬ 
plied by a Radio Link 
user from Rainbow Su¬ 
perstore. She recalled 
speaking with a man 
matching the description 
earlier in the day and was 
able to give enough de¬ 
tails on his tattoos to cre¬ 
ate a shortlist of suspects 
from a nationwide data¬ 
base. 

Further investigation 
revealed that one of these 
men was a prolific op¬ 
portunist thief and that 
his usual method of steal¬ 
ing matched this inci¬ 
dent. He was 

subsequently circulated 
throughout the country as 
wanted and was eventu¬ 
ally arrested in Essex. 

PC Tearall added: “He 
took advantage of a vul¬ 
nerable target. At the 
time of the crime the sin¬ 


gle member of staff at 
Castle Wines was dis¬ 
tracted by a medical 
emergency outside the 
store. It is despicable that 
someone uses such an 
unfortunate occurrence 
to commit a crime. 

“The evidence proved 
overwhelming and he 
subsequently admitted 
the theft. I have not 
worked in Lyme Regis 
that long but I am contin¬ 
uously impressed by the 
support from the local 
community. 

“The use of the Radio 
Link network was inte¬ 
gral to the success of this 
investigation and I would 
like to thank the mem¬ 
bers for their continued 
support.” 

The man is due to ap¬ 
pear at Weymouth Mag¬ 
istrates on May 11th.

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Creating that heavenly hallway for your home 


UNLESS your front door opens directly 
onto your living area or another room you 
can and should make something of the en¬ 
trance to your home. A well-presented hall¬ 
way gives a visitor their first impression, 
welcomes you home every time you've 
been out, and can even help to sell a prop¬ 
erty. 

Make an impact 

As the one area that people pass through 
ratherthan spend time in, the hallway is the 
perfect place to give visitors a glimpse into 
your personality. Use the hall as somewhere 
to set the tone for the rest of your house. 
Display photographs, paintings, a favourite 
rug and anything else that represents you 
and your family. 

The hallway also offers an opportunity for 
colour, particularly as white can often be 
stark and uninviting. Colour can be intro¬ 
duced via wallpaper, fabric (such as curtains, 
a rug ortable linen on a console), a painting 
ora plant. 

Patterned wallpaper works particularly 
well in a long, narrow hallway or stairwell as 
it draws the eye away from the length and 
creates the illusion of width. Not only will it 
add drama, but you also won't have to 
worry about it clashing with sofas. 

Pay attention to detail 

If possible, try to think of the hallway as a 
room in its own right. As such, treat it with 
the same care and attention to detail as you 


would any other room. If there's space, put 
a chair or a small table there. 

It is also an area prone to wear and tear - 
keep skirting boards painted and keep your 
walls clean of mucky hand prints on the 
walls. 

Halls also tend to be rich in wall space. 
Take advantage of this to display photo¬ 
graphs, prints and paintings, or hang a large 
mirror to give the illusion of space. 

Also,thinkdassicTouches such as an um¬ 
brella stand orthat20th century hall acces¬ 
sory, the "gossip" bench (a seat and table in 
one, designed with comfortably using the 
telephone in mind) will help to give your 
hall a sense of purpose. 

Keep it light 

Wall-lights work very well in a hallway. Use 
tall candle-stick stems with your own 
choice of lampshade (modern or tradi¬ 
tional) for a stylish look. Mirrors will also help 
available light to go further. 

If your hallway has a window, and if space 
allows, make a feature of this by placing a 
chair or table underneath. Also, instead of 
net curtains, consider privet hedges or high 
window boxes to cover the lower half of 
the window.This will retain privacy without 
compromising on aesthetics. 

Hints for a heavenly hallway: 

• Never use your hallway as a dumping 
ground.This is the first thing you see when 
you open the door so keep the hall and 


stairs tidy and free of clutter at all times. 

• If this is where you keep coats and bags, 
invest in some appropriate storage. There 
are so many storage options for halls and 
lobbies now that you will definitely find 
something to suit your needs. Choose 
from free-standing coat-racks, fixed indi¬ 
vidual ora rail of hooks, a shoe rackor high 
level shelving for hats and bags. 

• If doors to other rooms lead off from the 
hallway, think carefully about the colour 
scheme to ensure that the eye is easily 
drawn from one space to the next. One 
way of seamlessly linking rooms is to keep 
the wall colours similar, while having differ¬ 
ent floor coverings to divide the rooms. For 
example, tiles or wooden flooring in the 
hall and carpet in the adjoining room. 

•Whatever the size or shape of your hall¬ 
way, your prime concern should be to 
make it as welcoming as possible. Stand in 
the doorway and imagine you're walking 
in for the first time. What needs to change? 
The colour? Lighting? Flooring'? Or does it 
simply need to be de-cluttered? 

• Use the space under your stairs wisely. 
Under-staircupboardsarea useful storage 
option. Or if there's enough headroom, 
why not convert the space into a down¬ 
stairs loo? Apart from the toilet, you only 
need a small handbasin, a mirror and a 
towel rail.

GRASS 

Performed at Slader's Yard 
Friday, April 27th 
Review by Chris Denne 


WEST Bay's Slader's 
Yard, better known as 
an exhibition space, 
cafe, and showroom for 
Petter Southall's mes¬ 
meric arcs, was for two nights the venue for Simon Rae's 
short play Grass, which explores the madness of the 
19th century Romantic poet, John Clare. 

The play was schizophrenically performed by former 
RSC actor David Keller, who had Clare sparring with, ca¬ 
joling, and ranting at each ofthe other characters, all of 
them played by Keller himself. 

The son of a farm labourer, John Clare shot to fame in 
the 1820's through his powerful poems about the rural 
environment and its destruction. However, his life was 
to be defined by a blossoming madness, which resulted 
in him spending 25 years in institutions. 

Clare became convinced he was simultaneously mar¬ 
ried to both his current wife and his childhood sweet¬ 
heart, a delusion which provided Rae with the core of 
his play. 

He said:"That was the thing I was interested in explor¬ 
ing - how can you actually imagine you are married to 
someone you are not? The play is an exploration of his 
madness through the rationalisation of that situation." 

Rae was determined to avoid the pitfall of using, as he 
puts it,"very good actors in big girls blouses looking an¬ 
guished'^ portray the Romantic poets, so he gave the 
play a modern setting and rewrote much of Clare's po¬ 
etry to facilitate this. 

The result is something that is entirely timeless. With 
just a couple of props, a simple lighting trick and a riv¬ 
eting, instantly absorbing performance from Keller, we 
are transported from scene to scene and character to 
character in a space that may well exist purely in Clare's 
deluded mind. 

Yet when Clare rails against the commercialization of 
the countryside - a cause as important to the poet in 
1820 as it is to tree-dwelling protestors today - his rage 
and despair seem more sane than the terrifying aspira¬ 
tions of many industrialists.

PHOEBE Meryll, a lively young 
woman, is fondly admired by all the 
Yeomen of the Guard and she has 
fallen for the good looks ofthe pris¬ 
oner whom she has seen exercising 
daily on the Beauchamp Tower. 

She has been hotly pursued by Wil¬ 
fred Shadbolt, the Head Jailer and 
Assistant Tormentor but she has 
spurned all his advances. 

Her father, Sergeant Meryll, de¬ 
sires to release the prisoner whom 
she fancies because he has twice 
saved MerylI's life in recent cam¬ 
paigns. So Phoebe is given the task 
of chatting up Shadbolt and steal¬ 
ing the keys to the cells from him. 

She winds him around her little fin¬ 
ger whilst telling him how she 
would "rest her loving head upon his breast - were she his bride"! Once released 
from jail, Colonel Fairfax is disguised as Leonard Meryll and is introduced to the 
ranks as Leonard. (The real Leonard Phoebe's brother, had just arrived to join the 
Yeomen ofthe Guard, but is sent back by his father to Windsor to await the reprieve 
for Fairfax following his appeal.) 

Fairfax (who is pretending to be Leonard) is then introduced to Phoebe, his sister. 
Shadbolt tells Fairfax that he and Phoebe are engaged (to which she replies "or 
more or less") and he asks Fairfax to take his sister under his wing and to deny her 
disposition to "indiscriminate caress". The scene evolves into an amusing number 
until the funeral bell starts to toll for the forthcoming beheading of Colonel Fairfax 
who turns out, of course, to be on the run! 

Phoebe is one of the main characters in "The Merryman and his Maid", pos¬ 
sibly better known as "The Yeomen of the Guard" - an operetta to be staged 
at The Marine Theatre from 15th to 19th May by Lyme Regis Operatic Society. 
Phoebe will be played by Cathryn Brooks - opposite her husband, Mike, who 
will play the part of Shadbolt, the Head Jailer. Phoebe's brother, Leonard, is to 
be played by Jonathan Hunt.

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Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


FIVE years ago the Yorkshire poet, Simon Ar- 
mitage collaborated with director, Brian Hill 
to make a film about soldiers who suffer from 
shell shock, or post traumatic shock disorder 
as it is now known. This intensely moving 
documentary was broadcast by Channel Four 
in 2007. 

There were three main participants, the old¬ 
est being 75. This title poem was recited in 
the film by the three soldiers whose senti¬ 
ments are summarised in it. 

THE NOT DEAD 

We are the not dead. 

In battle life would not say goodbye to us. 
And crack-shot snipers seemed to turn a blind 
eye to us. 

And even though guns and grenades let fly at us 
we somehow survived. 

We are the not dead. 

When we were young and fully alive for her, 
we worshipped Britannia. 

We the undersigned 
put our names on the line for her. 

From the day we were born we were loaded 
and primed for her. 

Prepared as we were, though, to lie down and 
die for her, 

we somehow survived. 

So why did she cheat on us? 

Didn't we come running when she most 
needed us? 

When tub-thumping preachers 


and bullet-brained leaders 
gave solemn oaths and stirring speeches 
then fisted the air and pointed eastwards, 
didn't we turn our backs on our nearest and 
dearest? 

From runways and slipways Britannia cheered us, 
but returning home refused to meet us, 
sent out a crowd of back-biting jeerers 
and mealy-mouth sneerers. 
Two-timing, two-faced Britannia deceived us. 

We are morbidly ill. 

Soldiers with nothing but time to kill, 
we idle now in everyday clothes and ordinary towns, 
blowing up, breaking down. 

If we dive for cover or wake in a heap. 
Britannia, from horseback, now crosses the street 
or looks right through us. 

We seem changed and ghostly to those who 
knew us. 

The country which flew the red white and blue for us 
now shows her true colours. 

We are the not dead. 

Neither happy and proud 
with a bar-code of medals across the heart 
nor laid in a box and draped in a flag, 
we wander this no-man's land instead, 
creatures of different stripe - 
the awkward, unwanted, unlovable type - 
haunted with fear and guilt, 
wounded in spirit and mind. 

So what shall we do with the not dead and all 
of his kind? 


Simon Armitage wrote nine poems for the 
people taking part in the film and they have 
all been included in a little book entitled The 
Not Dead, published by Pomona Books. The 
shortest ofthe poems is this one, which was 
one of 75-year-old Cliff's memories of his 
service in Malaya, when five ofthe soldiers he 
fought with were laid to rest. 

THE PARTING SHOT 

So five graves, like long evening shadows, are dug, 
and the five coffins wait in line, varnished and 
squared off, 

and the firing party aims for the distance and fires, 
and all are starched and suited and buttoned up. 

Then ramrod straight, under the shade of a tree, 
The boy-bugler raises a golden horn to his lips, 
and calls to his dead friends with his living breath. 
And the tune never wavers or breaks, 
but now tears roll from his eyes, 
tears which fall from his face and bloom 
on his ironed green shirt like two dark wounds. 

Then the world swims and drowns in everyone 
else's eyes too.

OFFICIALLY formed in 1964, the musicians who made 
up the original Skatalites had been playing together as 
a studio band in various combinations since the 50s 
and now you have the chance to see them live and ex¬ 
traordinary at the Electric Palace, Bridport.

ute to The Skatalites as a primary influence. This new 
generation have collectively opened for and played 
with The Skatalites, raising awareness and maintaining 


the fan base for a never-ending wave of ska. 

From the start, The Skatalites changed Jamaican 
music forever. The creation of ska - the father of rock¬ 
steady, the grandfather of reggae - gave us eternal 
rhythms that now infiltrate the globe. 

The Skatalites will be appearing at the Electric Palace, 
Bridport on Tuesday, May 15th. Doors open at 7pm.

Tons of Money 

TONS of Money, Lyme Regis Dramatic Society's latest pro¬ 
duction at the Marine Theatre, although originally per¬ 
formed in the nineteen twenties, had been more recently 
arranged by Alan Ayckbourn, and I felt that his influence 
was apparent as the cast proceeded from comparative san¬ 
ity into a chaos of their own making. The journey was cer¬ 
tainly a very amusing one as, without exception, they 
wrung every scrap of humour out of what was anyway a 
very funny script. 

Leaders in this were Aubrey and Louise Allington, a mid¬ 
dle class couple of the twenties who were living as well as 
their creditors would allow, ignoring final demands, injunc¬ 
tions and writs and pretending to be oblivious to the gath¬ 
ering financial storm clouds. Chris Knight and Hazel Cawte 
were cast in the roles, and both fulfilled them admirably. 

His spinster aunt and permanent house guest, Miss Be¬ 
linda Mallett, was played most believably by Anne King. De¬ 
manding, suspicious, deaf as a post and never willingly 
separated from her knitting, she never had a good word to 
say for anyone and one felt that every establishment of the 
era probably had one just like her. 

Best friend of Louise and, unknown to her, married to a 
distant family member, was Jean Everard, (Nicky Sweet- 
land). She came across well indeed as a nineteen twenties 
"flapper" with cultivated vapidity, a lisp and whose rrrs had 
gone rather "awy". Furthermore she could seemingly only 
identify her missing husband by the way he kissed; some¬ 
thing that the various applicants, of which there were three, 
took advantage to a greater or lesser degree. 

First of the three was Aubrey himself, finding himself in 
that position as a result of an idea that went horribly wrong. 
The second, played by Jerry Smith, was "Henery", a chancer 
introduced by the scheming butler with a view to financial 
gain, and the third, the real article, played by Mike What- 
more with some righteous indignation and complete mys¬ 
tification as regards the situation in which he found himself. 

If the above represented the cast's "quality", these that fol¬ 
lowed made no less a contribution to the success of the 
production. They were the staff, and well led by Sprules the 
butler, played by Jim Pettifer. All subservience and solidity 
on the outside, he conveyed many of his inner thoughts by 
excellent facial expressions, and it came as no real surprise

when his willingness to take advantage of a situation by 
flouting the law came to light. 

His sidekick, in more ways than one, was parlourmaid Pam 
Ladd. Clad in the traditional parlourmaid's costume, and 
wearing headgear that seemed to fall further over her eyes 
every time I looked at it, she made a great deal humourwise 
of what was, in essence, a comparatively small part. 

Fred Humphrey played Chesterman, the rather effete so¬ 
licitor with conviction, with much of the plot hinging on his 
various pronouncements, while Giles the gardener (Richard 
Stirk), a man of exceedingly few words, demonstrated a 
commanding stage presence when armed with a pitchfork. 

The Allington's creditors, (Jan Bearpark, Karen Hull, Jean 
Cook, Georgie Harwood, Dune Weaver and Heather Britch- 
ford) had been a latent but threatening presence through¬ 
out; but they joined the party, if such it can be called, at the 
last for a rather spectacular and certainly chaotic finale. 

There were no scenery changes for "Tons of Money", with 
the action taking place entirely in the library. I thought the 
incidental music evocative; the furnishings were appropri¬ 
ate, as were the costumes and pyrotechnics off stage. 
Aubrey, too, managed his costume changes on cue. 

Make no mistake, this was a funny and most enjoyable 
production. It was made so by a cast who, I believe, had 
worked hard to get the most out of what was a funny script. 
Director Cherine Hill should certainly be pleased with the 
efforts of her team, and can chalk up another success for 
the society.

'IT NEVER rains but it pours' is the

Eight goal thriller finale for Bees

BRIDPORT surrendered a four-goal ad¬ 
vantage in a pulsating last game of the 
season at St Mary's Field on Saturday. 

Three goals to the good in the first 15 
minutes they looked to have put the 
game to bed when Chris Clarke ran half 
the length of the field to add a fourth 
early in the second-half. 

However Street, with the elements in 
their favour, hit back to equalise with six 
minutes of normal time left, in an absorb¬ 
ing game that saw the home crowd 
grateful for a point in the end, but won¬ 
dering why they didn't get all three.
